A private bill whs lttiii before the house 
yesterday the main provisions uf which 
are as followa; 1. 'ihomaa Karle of the 
city of Victoria ; John Irving of the- city 
of Victoria; Jamoa Anderson Laidlaw of 
the city of New Westminster; Moses 
Lumby of Spallutnachoen; James Mcin- 
tosh of Kttmloops; Robert Paterson 
Rilhot of the city of Victoria; and Stephen 
Tingley of Yale, and .such other persons 
and corporations, as shall in pursuance of 
this act become shareholders, are hereby 
constituted a body corporate and politic 
by llie name of the Okanae.au ami Shu.-) 
way railway company, herein called the 
said company. 

8. The company slmll lay out, con- 
struct, acquire, build, equip, maintain 
and work a continuous line of railway 
from the north end of Okatiugan lake in 
the Osoyoos division of Yale district by 
way of Spallumacheon valley ami river to 
a point on tho Sikantooae Narrows at the 
foot of Seven Mile or Tunas lake, and 
such railway shall he built either upon 
the broad or narrow guago, and be known 
as the Okanagau and shuswap railway. 

11. Tho surveys shall ho at the exi.eii.se 
oi the company. 

12. In consideration of the undertak- 
ing assumed by the company, as herein 
before mentioned, the government ,.|' 
British Columbia shall, immediately up- 
on the passage of this act, set apart and 
reserve tracts of 000,000 acres of laud on 
tho cast side of Graham island, and 50,000 
acres of land in tho Osoyoos division of 
Yale district, to he approved of by the 
said company, and such reserve shall in- 
clude, except as hereinafter mentioned, 
all mines, minerals and substances of 
whatover kind, upon, m i r under tin- 
land not already owned or law fully held 
by other parties, ami the company shall 
bn entitled to outer upon and take pos- 
session of such land in alternate sections 
within the tracts so reserved, as fast as it 
ihall bo surveyed by them as aforesaid, in 
blocks of six miles in width by hi miles 
in depth, and to hold, use, occupy, work, 
and enjoy the same, and subject to tho 
provisions hereinafter contained , enter in- 
to agreements for tho sale and lease there- 
of. 

13. All monies for leases or sales i f 
land by tho company, previous to the is 
suing of crown grants, under the provis- 
ions of this act, shall be paid to and re 
coived by the government of British Col- 
umbia, and shall he held by them m trust 
for the company, and upon the due and 
complete compliance with the terms of 
this act, or at such time us the company 
shall be, or if the sale had not been effect- 
ed would have been entitled to receive a 
Crcwn grunt of the land so ieased or sold, 
auch principal money shall be paid to tin- 
company, and, failing the due and com- 
plete compliance by the company with 
the terms of this act, shall form part of 
tho consolidated revenue of the province 
And upon any such sales of laud being 
made tho government of Uritifh Columbia 
may issue to the purchaser a crown grant 
for the same, but not until the purveys of 
such land slmll have been aecepted by the 
chief commissioner of lauds and works 
and payment made for the land; and all 
leuBes, sales, and other alienations of 
land, previous to the issuing of Crown 
grants, shall be subject to the approval in 
writing of tho chief commissioner of hinds 
andwoiks, or the assistant commissioner 
of tho district. 

14. Upon it being shown to the satis- 
faction of the lieutenant-governor in coun- 
cil that the surveys required by this act 
huve been completed and that the railway 
has been duly built , equipped and main- 
tained in accordance with the terms of 
this act, tho government of British Col- 
umbia shall grant to the said company the 
absolute fee simple of the lands (including 
all the minerals thereupon, therein or 
thereunder) proposed to be so acquired as 
aforesaid. Lands of the company tn bo 
exempt from provincial taxation for a 
poriod of five years unlets alienated. 

THE SETTLEMENT BLIL IN PAIL 
LI AMEN T . 

Mr. Blake opened lire on tho govern- 
ment in tho debate in reply to the speech. 
Among tho fi rat topics referred to whs the 
Island railway construction, and while not 
committing himself and party to oppose 
the scheme he expressed the hope that the 
tactics of Mr. Huntington at Washington 
in respoct of tho Southern Pacific railway 
would not be repeated at Ottawa with the 
Island railway bill.

The 
allusion to poor Bunster's oratory must 
havo grated on Edward Blake's feelings. 
It will bo remembered that whenever 
Mr. Blake had concluded a speech full of 
argument, scare-asm, and imperative in ar- 
raignment of the government policy, Mr. 
Bunstor wasput forward to reply and used 
tc do it so effectively as to ttr.i Mr.Blake 
jnto ridicule with his rich, rare and racy 



Irishisms. Sir John showed to the satis- 
faction of the house that the debt was one 
of Mr- Blake's creation and that the le- 
gislation necessary on the Settlement Bill 
came from tho unfilled promises of the 
liberal government. 



Supreme Court. 

(Before Mr. Justice Gra> .) 

THE ONDERDONK CAPIAS CASE. 



Tuesday, Jan. 'JO, 1884. 

Onderdonk vs. Hartney — This morning 
his lordship, Mr. Justice Gray delivered 
judgment ill this case as follows: 

His lordship said on the olst December 
lust the defendant was arrested on board 
the steamer when about to leave Victoria, 
by an order from Mr. Justice McCreight 
on an affidavit. Sworn to by the plain- 
tiff that the defendant was indebted to 
the plaintiff in the sum t>l .-'.V_'S1 34, and 
that ho tho defendant was about to leave 
the province. In lieu of a bail bond 
security was giver* by defendant by de- 
positing with the sh.-ntl the sum of 
S5"J81.b4 and £50 for costs, and within 
the proper time an additional ■■-'•">'> wan 
paid into court, equivalent to tho perfect- 
ing of bail. The full amount was puid 
into court by the defendant. 

On tho Tih. Ian. an application was made 
to me to order the return of Ibis mousey 
to the defendant on grounds disclosed in 
cerium affidavits hereafter to he referred 
to. This application was triusfeir'ed hi 
me to Mr. Justice MeCroight us directly 
affecting the previous order for arrest 
made by himself. Being unwell he re- 
quested mo to act for hi in — hear the 
urgument, reconsider the case, ami grant 
or refuse thu uppbcatlon as required by 
law . 

Before adverting to the facta it will be 
necessary briefly to state the legislation ol 
British Columbia on the subject uf arrest 
and imprisonment fur debt, 

Anterior to the union of British Co- 
lumbia (,as t lie mainland was then called) 
and Vancouver Island, the former in 
April, 1805, passed an ordinance first, 
"l'hal m. person shah be arrested >r im- 
prisoned on any judgment whatsoever re- 
covered against linn as a debtor at the 
suit of any person." •_*iully . That in poi- 
son shall be djitftilied, arrested or held to 
bail for nonpayment of money, except on 
a special order, based upon an affidavit 
establishing the same facts and ctrcuin 
stances as are necessary for obtaining a 
capias ad satisfaciendum under thai 
ordinance, and the arrest when allowed 
should be made by means til a ant of at- 
tachment eorrRspoiidinggas nearly as may 
be to a capias ail satisfaciendum. 

Drdly. Toe plaintiff must show by affi- 
davit to the satisfaction of the judge, 
that lie has recovered judgment or ol, 
tained a decree for the payment of money 
against defendant for t't'O or upwards, 
exclusive ul costs, and al«o by atlidavit 
show such facts and circumstances as 
satisfy the judge that there is good and 
probable cause for believing that tin- de- 
fendant, unless forthwith apprehended, 
is about to quit British Columbia u M h in 
tent to defraud his creditors generally or 
the plaintit) in particular, or that defend- 
ant has parted with Ins property, or made 
some secret, or fraudulent conveyance 
thereof in order to prevent its being taken 
in execution. Then tho judge may hy 
special order diroct a cam or an ati ich 
men t, as the case may be according to the 
practice of the court in which proceedings 
in the first instance were instituted. 

In August, 1800, anterior to the union 
Vancouver Island passed an act entitled 
"An Acl to amend the law of arrest and 
imprisonment fordebt. " 

1st. That after that act on the granting 
of capeas ad respondendum on a ne exeat 
regno, the judge ordering the writ might 
at his discretion require Becurity to be 
given by tho plaintiff' to the sutisfuctl at 
of the judge to pay defendant the costs 
and damages consequent on arrest under 
such order, should tho plaintiff have ob- 
tained the order without reasonable and 
probable cause 

2ndly. N'o ca.su or process against the 
person at law or in equity, for tho pay- 
ment of any sum of money or costs, shall 
issue except on proof to the- satisfaction 
of the -judge ordering the issue of the 
same that the judgment debtor is ah. nit 
to lea\ e t he colony.

By the "English Law Ordinance, 1807," 
passed after the union of British (Joliim 
Ida and Vancouver Island the English 
law hii far as not inapplicable was intro- 
duced by its own legislature int.' the 
United Province. The rirnt question then 
is, what hove the English courts ndju Iged 
to ho the meaning of this word "quit" as 
lined in this statute, l he 0th section of thu 
act having expressly provided that a 
par'y improperly arrested rn.y apply to a 
pidgo for his discharge, and (he decisions 
of tho courts showing that 
if the intended absence was 
not hiicIi as tho act contemplated, the 
defendant must be discharged from cus- 
t'uiv or the bail cancelled. (Archibold p 
781.) 

In Larchin vs. Willan 4 Meeson and 
YVeisby 351 on an application of the pro 
sent nature J'arke B.says: "1 think the 
proper construction of tho statute is thai 
any party about to leave thu kingdom un- 
less it be for some very temporary pur- 
pose, and it appears that he is intending 
to return so that the plaintiff may be able 
to obtain tho fruits of his judgment 
is within the moaning of this section. 

Baron Alderson uuys: "I entirely agree. 
The principle is this that if tho party 
is only going to leave England for a nhort 
time the case does not como within the stat- 
ute. But if he is gningfor stieh n purpose or 
such a length of time us that he is not 
likely to bo forthcoming when the plain- 
tiff by the ordinary course of proceedings 
would be entitled to judgment, and to 
have his body in execution. He has a 
.light to prevent his departure. This sec- 
tion of the statute nroae out of the pro- 



I visions applicable f >r holding to bail be- 
fore the statute in cases when thu party 
Could not be held to bail by tho mere

davit to that effect; nuilhur the expressed 
or adopted law in British Columbia per- 
mits it to be done. The counsel for tho 
plaint ill' has called my attention to the 
judgment in tho case of Walsh against 
Kurron.iii lo7o. rendered by myself, as dif- 
ferent I;-. in the pres. lit. There are no 
printed reports of 'he Judgments of this 
court, ami in reference to my notes of 
that ease, 1 find liu reasons given tor any 
other conclusions, i can, therefore, only 
presume that it m us' have differed tn in 
circumstance-, in some material respects 
from the present case, and that I hail 
gooel grounds at the tune for the conclus- 
ions at w inch 1 ai rived.

Chinese Immigration. 

Washington, .Inn. 28.— The Hub- 
committee of the House Committee on 
Foreign Affairs, which has been con 
sidering the Chinese immigration bill 
prepared by the Pacific Const delega- 
tion, has concluded its work ami ex- 
pects to make u report to the full com- 
tiiittee to morrow. Liuub and Eufon 
wii! submit a majority report recom- 
mending th.it tin- bill prepared by the 
delegation and introduced by Henley, 
lie reported to the House of Represent- 
atives, Mice will make an ad verao re- 
port. His grounds of opposition are 
that the proposed bill adds a number 
ol vexatious ami troublesome amend- 
ments to a law already sufficiently ob- 
noxious, and that there in no necessity 
tortile enactment of additional legisla- 
tion legislation on tho subject at this 
time. He objects to the proposed bill 
because under its provisions Chinese 
subjects of other governments than 
that of China will be shut out of this 
country, and this action might involve 
the United .States in entanglements 
■villi uther powers. II" thinks the pro- 
vision which proposes lo make the mas- 
ter of a vessel who might violato the 
law through ignorunce the subject of se- 
vere penalties, altogether too harsh, and 
expresses the opinion that Congress 
nils other and more important work to 
attend to now than the eLactin- oi 
laws for emergencies not arisen.

A train of cars in Buffalo han be- 
come a wall ..!' ;, e.

"One of the moat 
striking things on Hie lake front is a 
long train of cars on a siding next the 
op. i, lake.
